M IL U M TRAINING FOR POLICE 


Chief Hammil, of Kansas City, Gives 
Orders to That Effect. 


Kansas City, Mo., March 21.— Hiram 
W . Hammil, chief of the local police 
department, has issued orders that ev­ 
ery patrolman and sergeant shall un­ 
dergo a rigorous m ilitary training, be­ 
cause, he says, he wants “ every man 
on the department to learn to march, 
shoot straight and hold up his head.” 
The instructions w ill be given at 
the Third regiment armory at 6:30 a. 
rn. each day. One-half of the day force 
will be drilled on Monday, Wednes­ 
day and Friday and the other half on 
Tuesday, Thursday and Saturday. Ser­ 
geant L. L. Burscourt, who has serv­ 
ed in the regular army, 
will 
have 
charge of the classes. 
The work at first w ill include foot 
movements, squad drill and setting up 
exercises for the purpose of loosen­ 
ing up the muscles and giving a sold­ 
ierly appearance. Later, all sergeants 
w ill be trained to drill 
their 
own 
squads at their 
respective 
stations. 
The general assemblages w ill be used 
for company and 
platoon drill. 
All 
arms and equipment w ill be inspected 
and every man will be compelled 
to 
provide 
himself 
with a weapon of 
good model. 
There will be a course 
in the use of the pistol and plenty of 
target practice. 
Captains and lieutenants 
of 
police 
w ill not be required to drill.

»lly heavy snowfall which 
Las sig­ 
nalized the past winter in most of the 
west has materially affected national 
forest business. Timber sale receipts ] 
have decreased in some regions be­ 
cause logging and milling operations 
have been hampered by deep snow 
and exceptionally cold weather. The 
same factors have given stockmen 
using 
the 
national 
forest 
ranges 
much concern, although as yet there 
have been no severe live stock losses 
reported. The foresight of the stock­ 
men in providing winter feed, which 
is now gnerallv practiced, makes a 
recurrence of 
the 
former 
immense 
losses very unlikely. 
The damages 
"aused by the 
snow 
and resulting 
didos and floods 
to 
forest service 
rails, telephone lines and other per­ 
tin e n t improvements 
are 
not yet 
mown, but undoubtedly are heavier 
ban usual and their repair will make 
much work for the rangers. 
Most of the 
railroads 
in crossing 
he mountains of the northwest run 
for 
considerable 
distances through 
he national forests Reports from the 
forest oflicers show that some of the 
oads have had a strenuous struggle 
with the snow' 
to 
keep 
their lines 
•pen. 
The great rotaries have had 
bard work to plow' through the huge 
lrifts. Snow' slides have swept down 
he steep 
slopes, 
filling 
the 
cuts, 
burying the tracks to a great depth 
md not only blocking all traffic, but 
n several cases destroying life and 
property. The slides usually occur on 
lopes where fire has destroyed the 
Imber, leaving nothing to bold th* 
now in place, according to the for- 
\stry officials, 
who 
assert 
that 
a 
thrifty stand of timber on the moun- 
ain sides is the best possible safe 
marc] against these destructive ava- 
i molies. 
The deep snow' is not without its 
eneficial side, say the forest oflicers 
t w ill lie along the slopes and ridges 
coping the ground moist until late 
a the spring, and 
thus 
greatly re 
tieing the danger 
of 
early 
forest 
ires, which sometimes occur 
with 
erious consequences. 
A spring fire 
usually destroys little timber, green 
or dead, but 
sweeps 
rapidly 
over 
dump lands and old burns, feeding 
rn the dead vegetation of the preced 
ng year. Its menace to property and 
ife in remote settlements has been 
lemonstrated more 
than 
once and 
has not been underestimated. 
By 
keeping the ground moist until it is 
•overed 
with 
green 
vegetation, 
brough which fire will not mn, the 
treat snow' 
banks 
become 
active 
Agents in preventing spring fires.

Safety First Warning Given. 
Washington, March 21.—In a “safety 
first” decision the United States su­ 
preme court warned all railroad men 
of their responsibilities to the public. 
It reversed a damage award to the 
estate of a 
brakeman on the Great 
Northern w ho w as killed in a rear-end 
collision caused by bis failure to flag 
an on-coming train. 
“His fate gives pause to blame,” said 
the court, “but we can not help point­ 
ing out that the tragedy of the col­ 
lision might have been appalling. How' 
imperative his duty was is manifest. 
To 
excuse 
his 
neglect in any way 
would cast immeasurable liability upon 
the railroads and what is of greater 
concern, 
remove 
security from 
the 
lives of those who travel upon them 
and, therfore, all who are concerned 
with their operation, however high or 
low' in function, should have a full 
and anxious sense of responsibility.”
